1 TO5 CENTS DOZEN 


Retail egg prices were reduced 
today from 1 to 5 cents a dozen, 
depending upon the grade, in two 
of the largest grocery chains in 
St. Louis and other grocers were 
expected to follow the lead. 
As a result, grade A large eggs 


will retail at 79 cents a dozen, 
down 5 cents, in both chains. One 
chain, which had been selling 
“mediums” at 80 cents, cut the 
price to 75, while the other chain, 
which had been asking 77 cents, 
a down the price by 1 cent 
to 76. 

The declines at retail level fol- 
lowed a similar fall at wholesale 
level yesterday. Wholesale trad- 
ers attributed the reductions to 
a greater supply and action of the 
Army in cutting its bids on the 
wholesale market.

-Gloom enshrouded the St. Louis 
Zoo today because the great Nero 
is dead. 

The eight-year-old chimpanzee, 
which had delighted millions of 
children. and adults during its 
three. years as a star performer 
in the Zoo animal shows, died of 
heart disease yesterday in the 
arms of its. trainers. 

They were ‘preparing to give 
Nero an injection of penicillin to 
combat an internal infection when 
the chimp eyed the needle quiz- 
ically, looked up at Zoo Director 
George P. Vierheller for a mo- 
ment, then closed its eyes and 
lay still. 

Ailing Since Last Summer. 

Nero had been “off his feed” 
since last summer when occa- 
sional ailments compelled the ani- 
mal to miss several performances 
of the chimp show. Since-the sea- 
son closed, Nero had been morose 
and its eyes grew puffy. The 
trainers thought it was hookworn 


fand excused Nero from rehearsals 


for a new show, which have been 
going on for a month. 

Chloromycetin was adminis- 
tered but Nero didn’t respond too 
well. Last week, blood tests dis- 
closed infection. Yesterday, in 
hope of helping Nero snap out of 
it, Vierheller put the animal in 
rehearsal with the other chimps, 
but Nero had no enthusiasm, 
wouldnh’t jump and looked at its 
trapeze and _ electrically-driven 
jeep like it never had seen them 
before. 

Heart Malady Disclosed. 

It was then that Vierheller and 
trainers Mike Kostial and Ben 
Fridrich decided to give Nero 
penicillin. 

An autopsy disclosed that Nero 
died of pericarditis, an inflama- 
tion of the membranous bag that 
surrounds and protects the heart. 

Nero came to the zoo six years 
ago from Florida in a_ trade. 
Three seasons ago Nero’s enor- 
mous potential as a performer 
became apparent when it made a 
bid for top billing in the chimp 
show, then held by Cookie. 

Though only a stage-struck 
walk-on, or extra, in the 1948 
and 1949 seasons, Nero was a 
larcenous competitor and became 
a top attraction in the chimp 
show by the simple device of 
stealing it. 

Last spring, when Cookie was re- 
tired, Nero reached its peak as 
undisputed: star of the show and 
regaled overflow audiences daily 
as horseman, cyclist, jeep driver, 
trapeze artist and all-around cut- 
up. Zoo officials said Nero was 
the first chimp ever to ride a uni- 
cycle backard. 

Nero amazed even its most par-

The Tenth Corps.evacuation be- 
gan.two days.ago under a tight 
cloak of secrecy for security rea- 
sons. The United Nations forces 
—three American divisions with 
some British commandos, Puerto 
Ricans. and South Korean ele- 
ments—were pulling out, lock, 
stock and barrel. 

But the job was just getting 
under way, and may ‘take several 
days. 

Rearguard troops kept a sharp 
watch for the enemy as men and 
equipment went aboard the wait- 
ing ships. in the calm harbor. 
They guarded a.tight perimeter 
that. formed a semi-circle around 
Hungnam and its twin city of 
Hamhung, six miles inland. 

Chinese in U.S. Uniforms. 
Correspondent Stan Swinton at 
Hamhung, reported Chinese Reds 
wearing American uniforms with 
brand-new parka headgear made 
a light attack on the perimeter in 
the Hamhung area today. He said 
it was quickly repulsed. 

For the last several days there 
had been no fighting contact 
since the United States First Ma- 
rine Division and elements of the 
United States Seventh Division 
battled out of Chinese encircle- 
ment at Koto, 45 winding road 
miles northwest of here.

cal differences. Jacob A. Malik 
fmade the Soviet stand clear. It 
was thought he also reflected the 
views of Red China. 

Malik accused both Britain and 
the United States of “‘hypocrisy” 
in supporting the resolution. Ac- 
tually, he said, it was slyly con- 
trived to permit regrouping and 
re-establishing the armed forces 
of those nations in Korea so Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur could be ex- 
tricated from his “predicament” 
and continue his aggression, 

The manner in which the reso- 
lution came before the political 
committee gave evidence of the 
“evil intention,” the Russian 
spokesmen sneered. In the first 
place, he continued, it was in- 
spired at a time that American 
troops were being defeated by the 
“heroic Korean people and their 
friends, the Chinese patriots.” 

He noted that Gen. Carlos Ro- 
mulo of the Philippines had with- 
held his approval to a part of the 
original resolution calling for the 
peaceful settlement of Asian con- 
flicts. Gen. Romulo has been de- 
scribed as a “General in Ameri- 
can service,” Malik continued, and 
it was through his pressure on be- 
half of the United States that the 
resolution was divided so that it 
now was concerned only with the 
narrow objective of cease-fire. 

“The lobby is full of talk con- 
cerning American pressure to put 
the resolution in two drafts,” 
Malik said. “Under the direct 
pressure of the Philippines the 
consultants were compelled to re- 
sign themselves to United States 
designs. 

“In its form now it is designed

Details 
of its icy ,withdrawal from the 
Yalu—a retreat of 80 air miles 
but many more by twisting roads 
through snow-choked mountain 
Ppasses—were not made known. 

South Korean Units Safe. 
Also safe were elements of the 
South Korean Third and Capital 
Divisions which had struck to 
within 40 miles of Soviet Siberia. 
Some were evacuated by sea from 
the far north. Others retreated, 
down the coasfal highway to 
Hamhung. 

The evacuation began two days 
ago under military secrecy. It 
was orderly but hurried in the 
face of mounting Chinese threat. 
The withdrawal from Hungnam 
will leave the last strong U.N. 
outpost in North Korea in Red 
hands. Across the peninsula in 
the west, the bulk of the Allied 
Eighth Army was dug in on a new 
defense line south of the thirty- 
eighth parallel, the old border be- 
tween North and South Korea. 
In Hungnam, many Korean 
civilians being left behind were 
panic-stricken. 

As the Chinese Reds swarmed 
down toward the beachhead from 
snow-covered hills, picked troops 
from five Allied divisions 
mounted a strong guard. The de- 
fense perimeter stretched for a 
radius of 14 miles around the 
port, protecting Hungnam and 
Hamhung, six miles inland. 

The beachhead bristled with 
Allied artillery, mortars and tank 
guns. Warships of the U.N. fleet 
slid along the Sea of Japan

Construction of underground | 
Shelters in Memorial Plaza area 
was under study today by city en- | 
gineers, following an announce- | 
ment by Mayor Joseph M. Darst | 
of an extensive plan for provid- | 
ing protection against atomic 
bomb attacks.

Estimated Cost $40,000,000. 


Cost of the project, if finally | 
approved, is uncertain, the mayor 
declared, but he gave a tentative 
estimate of $40,000,000. About 
Half of this amount would be pro- 
Vided by the city, through a bond 
issue, with the rest expected to 
be received through the Federal 
Government’s outlay for civil de- | 
fense throughout the country.

Plaza would include the area

Darst said he plans to ask the 
aldermen soon for an appropria- 
tion to finance the civil defense 
organization but the amount to 
be sought remains uncertain until 
the extent of the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s contribution is deter- 
mined. 

A detailed explanation of St. 
Louis County's civil defense plans 
was given by Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, 
county hospital superintendent, 
at a meeting of the county’s Civil 
Defense Agency last night. 

Dr. Lohr suggested that about 
$2000 be solicited immediately 
from business firms to get the 
program under way.

HE Communist party of the

viction of its 11 top leaders for teaching and advocating the vio- 


States Government, has intensified 


its revolutionary instruction within the party after making a pretense 


of stopping it. 


By a new direct order, and under a thinly veiled disguise, 
Communists are still industriously studying the same doctrines of 
revolution, and are still being told to take to heart Stalin’s answer 
to the question, ““What do we need in order to really win? We need 


three things: first—arms, 
again!” 


The l.‘est party order, dated as 
recently as November, provides 
the culminating evidence of the 
Communist party’s primary pur- 
pose: to subvert and sabotage the 
United States at its foundations, 
and to pave the way for what J. 
Peters, Communist underground 
expert, in his book, “The Commu- 
nist Party, a Manual on Organiza- 
tion,” called the party’s ultimate 
aim —“‘the revolutionary over- 
throw of capitalism .. . establish- 
ment of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat ... establishment of 
a Socialist Soviet Republic in the 
United States.” 

Ways Reds Expose Hand. 

Communist purpose stands re- 
vealed through publication of de- 
tailed sabotage manuals smuggled 
into the United States and pre- 
cise sabotage surveys of Ameri- 
can industries, key facilities and 
cities. It is brought into relief by 
the revelations of the party’s tech- 
niques for obstructing the courts, 
by its efforts in the Stockholm 
peace appeal to frustrate the arm- 
ing of the Western world, and by 
its plan to change United States 
foreign policy to one of appease- 
ment. Finally, the Communists’ 
designs become clearer in their 
recent orders to increase sabo- 
tage concentrations in industry 
and to bore into and gain con- 
trol of the nation’s church and 
community groups. 

The subtle indirection by which 
the party seeks to obey the letter 
of the law and still make use of 
the identical teachings for which 
its top leadership was convicted 
for conspiracy, is revealed in a 
“Discussion Guide No. 3” for | 
group studies within “each group 

of the party organization,” issued 
in November 1950 by the New 
York State Education Depart- 
ment of the Communist Party. 

This “guide,” sub-titled “The 
Party: Vanguard Role and Tasks,” 
is a single sheet of instructions on 
both sides. It contains within itself 
no direct mention of violence or 
revolution. But it conceals a single 
booby trap, precisely the same one 
which the government blew up in 
the Communists’ faces at the New 
York trial. 


Two “References” Listed. 

At the very hottom of the guide 
are two “references.” The second 
lists a “Short History of the 
C.P.S.U..” 

This “‘short history” is, in fact, 
the 364-page “Vsesoyuznaya Kom- 
munisticheskaya Partiya (Bolshe- 
vikov),” or “History of the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union 
(Bolsheviks).” It is the standard 
work of Communist revolutionary 
theory and action, which was ad- 
mitted as prosecution evidence in 
the trial of the 11 leaders, and 
circulated to all of the jurors. 
Eugene Dennis, general secretary 
of the party, and one of the 11 
defendants in the trial, fought 
bitterly against introduction of 
the volume, contending it was 
only a historical treatise; but 
Judge Harold R. Medina held that 
“the intent of the defendants” in 
making use of the contents of the 
history was the “pertinent” fac- 
tor. 

The inflammatory “History of 
the C.P.S.U.” was the backbone 
of the government's successful ef- 
fort to prove charges that the 
11 Communist leaders taught se- 
dition. 

Now, within the last month, it 
emerges again in a directive tell- 
ing Communists what they must 
study. 

Urges Group Discussions. 

The history ties into the guide 
in this fashion. The guide says: 
“We deem it urgently necessary 
that all party groups initiate dis- 
cussions for the purpose of reach- 
ing clarity and deeper understand- 
ing of the party’s policies in the 
present period, in the light of the 
experiences and tasks facing the 
party organization in beth shop 
and community. 

“It is proposed that each group 
set aside an hour or so at its regu- 
lar meetings for a period of five 
or six weeks for political discus- 
sions on the subject .. . 

“The guide also suggests one 
classic ‘and “classic” is under- 
lined for emphasis) or basic party 
documents which we urge each 
comrade to buy and study and add 
to the building of a small home 
library.” 

The only “classic” listed in the 
references is the “Short History 
of the C.P.S.U.” The other ref- 
erence is an article, “Strengthen 
the Party Among the Basic Indus- 
trial Workers,” by Henry Winston, 
another of the convicted party 
leaders, in the November, 1950 is- 
sue of Political Affairs magazine. 

Answer to Smith Act. 

Thus it was made amply clear 
that Communists, down to the 
smallest cell or club in their or- 
ganization, should diligently de- 
vote themselves to the study of 
exactly the same _ revolutionary 
lessons for which the 11 party 
leaders were sentenced to jail. 

The new directive is the Com- 
munist answer to the anti-sedition 
Smith act, of which the party once

We ask that 
no discussion, class or school be 
conducted on the basis of direc- 
tives or outlines issued or dated 
earlier than Aug. 15, 1950. As soon 
as possible, the National Educa- 
tional Department of the Com- 
munist party will issue new direc- 
tives and outlines.” 

The statement also pointed out 
that the action of the courts “does 
not stop, nor can the courts ever 
stop, individuals from reading and 
studying any and all books, in- 
cluding the classics of Marxism- 
Leninism.” 

Only Window Dressing. 

However seriously the Daily 


Worke® edict was taken by party 
ranks—and it had the effect’ of 


curtailing the use of some mate- 
rial written by the party for edu- 
cational purposes—it was only 
window dressing, and the curbing 
of basic teachings was merely a 
gesturg.

No leader in the Western 
world has greater courage than 
Winston Churchill. No one any 
longer will lightly disregard the 
voice of the great old man, 
who almost single-handed saved 
the cause of freedom from the 
menace of Nazism; who was the 
first, after the war, to see the 
larger menace of the new Soviet 
imperialism. And it is time, 
now, to face up to the real 
nature of the advice he has 
been giving for the last two 
years.

empire. On Nov. 30, he told Par- 
liament: 

“(Despite) enormous increases 
of power and territory, (the Rus- 
sians) show no sign of being in 
any way sSatiated, satisfied or 
even contented, and we can per- 
ceive no limits at present to their 
aims.”’”

Second, he has flatly stated 
that the Russians were only being 
restrained from launching a third 
world war by the American ad- 
vantage in atomic weapons. At 
Llandudno in 1948, he said: 
“Nothing stands between Europe 
today and complete subjugation 
to Communist tyranny but the 
atomic bomb in American posses- 
sion.” 

Third, he has more and more 
openly confessed despair of 
matching the Soviet power by or- 


dinary means, at least in the cru- 


cial time before our own advan- 
tage in atomic weapons will be 
too greatly impaired by produc- 
tion of atomic weapons in the 
Soviet Union. In the last speech, 
in which this despair -is total, he 
said: 

“While it is right to build up 
our forces as fast as we can, 
nothing in this process will in 
this period deprive Russia of 
effective superiority in what are 
now called ‘conventional arms.’ 
All it will do is give us increas- 
ing unity in Europe.” 


Fourth, he repeatedly has ad- 
vocated negotiations with the So- 
viet Union on the highest level. 
In the most powerful and terrify- 
ing of all these speeches, when 
he told the House of Commons 
last July 7 that: “We are more 
defenseless than we have ever 
been,” he also said: 


“A peaceful settlement may 
(yet) be reached with the So- 
viet government if a resolute 
effort is made on the basis, not 
of our present weakness, but 
of American atomic strength. 
This is the policy which gives 
the best chance of preventing a 
fearful war and of securing our 
survival, should it break upon 
4is.”’ 


Here, however, so awful, so 
awe-inspiring is the subject, that 
even Winston Churchill has not 
spoken plainly. There is plenty 
of internal evidence of his real 
meaning, such as the critical ref- 
erence, in the last speech, to the 
assurance to the Kremlin that 
“the United States would not 
fight what is called a preventive 
war.” There is his further re- 
mark that “‘on this basis the war, 
if it comes, and God forbid, will 
come at the moment of the Rus- 
sians’ choosing.” But his real 
meaning, which he has stated 
frankly enough in many private

Kennedy Calls

Ex-Envoy Would Arm 
to Teeth and Pick 
Our Own Battle- 
fields. 


OSEPH P. KENNEDY last 
night called for a “realistic” 
foreign policy based on avoid- 


Kennedy, ambassador to Great 


-|Britain under the late President 
‘| Roosevelt, said it would be “fool- 


hardy” to attempt to fight the 
Soviet army and the Chinese 
Communists on territory they 
choose. 

“But that is the direction to 
which our policy has been tend- 
ing,” he said. “That policy is 
suicidal.” 

Kennedy spoke at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. He said his pro- 
gram was not appeasement. Is it 
appeasement, he asked, to with- 
draw from unwise commitments, 
to arm yourself to the teeth and 
to make clear just exactly how 
and for what you will fight?” 

“The first step is to get out of 
Korea,” he said. ‘Indeed, out of 
every point in Asia which we do 
not plan realistically to hold in 
our own defense. 

“Such a policy means that in 
the Pacific we will pick our own 
battlegrounds if we are forced to 
fight, and not have them .deter- 
mined by political and ideological 
considerations that have no rela- 
tionship to our own defense. 

“The next step is to apply this 
same principle to Europe. 

“Today it is idle to talk of be- 
ing able to hold the line of the 
Elbe or the line of the Rhine. 
If the wakened European nations 
wish to hold that line and dem- 
onstrate determination to do so, 
it may be that we can afford them 
some help. But to pour arms and 
men into a quixotic military ad- 
venture makes no sense whatso- 
ever.” 

The present policy, Kennedy 
said, “is politically and morally 
bankrupt” and has earned us “no 
foul weather friends” despite the 
billions of dollars and thousands 
of men we have committed to the 
struggle. 

“It has kept our armament scat- 
tered over the globe,” he said. 
“It has picked one battlefield and 
threatened to pick others im- 
possibly removed from sources of 
supply.”

Last Marines Out of Red Trap 
Weary but Unatraid and Proud 


Some Are Bitter That Buddies Died in 
Battle They Could Not Win — Survivors 
Gentle With Each Other Like Brothers. |

T a brown, snow-dappled valley 


The Marines came down the 
road slowly. Their eyes were red 
with fatigue. Their faces and 
hands were grimy. They still 
were under the tension of the 
last terrible 12 days which shall 
be written boldly in Marine Corps 
history. 

These were the last Marine 
troops to come out of the Chi- 
nese trap which the Leather- 
necks themselves had jammed 
apart. They were tired, dirty 
and. bearded, but unafraid and 
proud with a pride which 
brought a lump in your throat. 


They were not all there. Not 
all who drove far inland from 
the sea; through snow and ice and 
freezing cold to Changjin reser- 
voir, where the Chinese tried to 
spring a trap. 

For many marines. died 
alongside that great reservoir 
and on the bloody road back 
to safety. Their bodies will lie 
forever in this barren and in- 
hospitable wilderness. 


This was the source of great 
bitterness for some, that other 
marines had died in a battle 
which the living could not wim 


Those who came back halted 
briefly in the shadow of the 
mountains. They dug dirty- 
handed into cans of cold C ra- 
tions, their motions clumsy under 
the weight of winter clothing. 


They were gentle with each 
other, like brothers, for their’s is 
the fraternity of danger and bat- 
tle and you enter that fraternity 
only by sharing danger and battle 
with them. 

Some climbed wearily from 
their vehicles, many of which 
were gaudy, like gypsies’ wagons, 
with the vivid red and yellow and 
white silk from parachutes which 
had floated food and bullets to 
them while they were cut off 
from all help except by air. 

There were the tired but joy- 
ful cries of profane greetings— 
like, “Hey, Red, you bastard, I 
heard they got you” — which 
failed completely to hide their 
regard for each other. And 
there were low-spoken reports 
like, “Bill got it at Hagaru.” 

As they halted briefly under 
a warming sun which half melted 
the road ice into slush, they ig- 
nored the nearby artillery which 
— the valley with thunderous

ever pregent Marine Corsairs 
which circled overhead tireless- 
ly or darted down, strafing and 
bombing the serene mountaintops. 

Then the Marines climbed stiff- 
ly back into their vehicles. A few 
drivers, grinning weakly, tooted 
their horns in response to the 
peanut whistle shrilling from tiny 
locomotives which had hauled 
some Marines south to safety 
from the valley railhead. 

One giant, bearded Marine 
crawled into a jeep trailer, one 
hand holding his ‘B.A.R. (Brown- 
ing automatic rifle) and the other 
stroking the whimpering head of 
a pup almost concealed in the 
Leatherneck’s parka. 

Then the convoy rolled south 
into the dusk, the vehicles faint- 
ly lighted by a thin sliver of 
moon and the evening star. 


EGYPTIAN PROPOSES 
RED PACTS TO PRY 
WEST CONCESSIONS 


CAIRO, Dec. 13 (AP)—Parlia- 
ment applauded last night a 
deputy’s proposal that Egypt 
make agreements with Commu- 
nist bloc nations and use these 
agreements to pry concessidns 
from the western powers. 


Soliman Abdel Fattah, a meme 
ber of the ruling Wafdist party, 
advanced the proposal. He spoke 
in debate on King Farouk’s re- 
cent throne speech, which asked 
that Britain withdraw her troops 
from the Suez canal zone and get 
out of the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 


Applause also had greeted an 
assertion by Wafdist deputy Ibra- 
him Talaat Monday night that 
Egypt should recognize Commu- 
nist China and establish an accord 
with “the Soviet Union and all 
eastern bloc nations.” 


Abdel Fattah said the Egyptian 
Government “should reach politi- 
cal, economic and military agree- 
ments with the eastern bloc. 
These agreements with the other 
camp may stimulate the Western 
bloc to give Egypt its demands 
(for withdrawal of the British)»

The study of the 
history of the C.P.S.U.(B.) 
strengthens our certainty of the 
ultimate victory of the great 
cause of Lenin-Stalin, the victory 
of Communism throughout the 
world.” 


In its conclusion, after tracing 
the original history of the party 
‘from 1883-1937, emphasizing the 
three Russian revolutions, the 
book analyzes what “chief con- 
clusions” can be drawn from the 
record. 

“What does the history of the 
C.P.S.U.(B.) teach us? 

“The history of the party 
teaches us, first of all, that the 
victory of the proletarian revolu- 
tion, the victory of the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat, is impos- 
sible without a _ revolutionary 
party of the proletariat, a party 
from from opportunism, irrecon- 
cilable towards compromisers and 
capitulators, and revolutionary in 
its attitude towards the bourgeoi- 
sie and its state power.

Mr. Julian’s $50 a Day 

Gov. Smith had no business ordering the St. 
Louis and Kansas City transit companies to pay 
Vance Julian, chairman of the State Board of 
Mediation, in connection with state <eeee of 
those utilities. 
~ Julian got $50 a day as the state’s agent dur- 
ing nominal state operation of one of the com- 
panies under the King-Thompson anti-strike law. 
The St. Louis Public Service Co. paid $3000 tu 
Julian, who receives $5000 yearly from the state. 

Both sponsors of the law, Murray Thompson 
and R. J. King Jr., were shocked by this pro- 
cedure. Thompson said the law should be 
amended to prevent such payments, and cer- 
tainly this should be done. 

As a matter of propriety, no officer acting for 
the state should accept money from a utility. 


What is to prevent some mediation chairman . 


from prolonging state seizure in his own 
interest? 

As a matter of impartiality, no member of the 
State Mediation Board should take money from 
anyone engaged in a labor dispute. What then 
becomes of his official neutrality? 

Gov. Smith’s excuses for the payments to 
Julian, according to the Associated Press, are 
that one was a sort of penalty and the other was 
a sort of Christmas present. And this is a sort 
of double-dipped nonsense. The King- 
Thompson Act simply does not authorize such 
fees, much less Christmas presents. 

A case can be made for payment of fees to 
the state for seizures, since some expense is 
involved. But if fees must be paid, they should 
go directly to the state. The state can pay its 
operating agent, and in no case should he be a 
mediator in the dispute which brings him that 
post. 

A case can also be made for increasing the 
responsibility of utilities in labor disputes. 
Seizure of the St. Louis Public Service Co. fol- 
lowed the company’s rejection of the state medi- 
ation board’s wage proposals. Yet the state 
made no effort to enforce these proposals. 
Hence the company operated without penalty 
while the employes were penalized by loss of the 
strike privilege. 

We believe the Legislature can improve the 
King-Thompson Act in two ways. The law 
should provide for comparable treatment of both 
sides in utility strikes, and it should specifically 
prohibit the kind of private bonanzas counte- 
nanced by Gov. Smith and Vance Julian.

De Lattre’s Herculean Assignment 

Gen. Jean de Lattre de Tassigny is confronted 
by one of the _toughest possible assignments in 
his new post as French high commissioner and 
commander-in-chief in Indochina. 


The trend of the steadily worsening military 
situation there has yet to be reversed. And it 
seems doubtful that the simple act of appointing 
a new commander, or any purely military action 
of which the West is now capable, could do much 
toward bringing victory in Indochina. The sea- 
son for full-scale warfare now has come again 
to Southeast Asia, and if Communist China 
wishes to give full-scale support to Rebel Leader 
Ho Chi-minh in Indochina, there is not very 
much in manpower or material that the West 
can throw into the fight to block further Com- 
munist gains. 

The one promising course, and the one that 
France has made no honest effort to try, is the 
political and psychological one of giving Indo- 
china real self-government. In certain clearly- 
defined fields, France has promised to give the 
Indochinese governmental responsibility. But 
these do not include such essentials of self- 
government as full control of military or foreign 
affairs, and Jean Letourneau, minister for the 
Associated States, has announced that France 
intends to hang on to what he termed euphe- 
mistically a position in the Far East.

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The 13-Nation Peace Plan 

The attempt by 13 Asian and Middle Eastern 
nations to find a formula which will bring peace 
in the Far East is one of the severest joits the 
Kremlin has been given in weeks. Now that 
Delegate Malik has rejected the Korean cease- 
fire proposal the 13 nations have introduced in 
the United Nations, the Communists are under- 
cutting their own propaganda line that it is 
only they who want peace. And the Commu- 
nists are doing it with just those peoples they 
are most anxious to win. : 

Consequently British and American support of 
the resolution was well-advised. And by no 
means On propaganda grounds alone. It is obvi- 
ously to the free world’s advantage to obtain a 
cease fire in Korea to stop the waste of the 
West's young men and the West's military 
power. 

Moscow’s interest, on the other hand, is to 
keep the United States as deeply involved with 
China as possible. Peiping’s interest and Mos- 
cow’s interest do not necessarily coincide. There- 
fore it must be hoped that the 13 nations will 
persist in their peace efforts. It is the task of 
statesmanship to find a way by which honest 
negotiation can supplant the fighting in Korea. 

Apparently with regard for the official Ameri- 
can attitude that aggression in Korea must be 
ended before there can be discussion of Formosa 
or admitting Communist China to the United 
Nations, the small nations put negotiation of 
those problems into a second resolution. 

But they seem firmly convinced that Korea 
cannot be considered separately. And Moscow 
and Peiping can be counted on to do their best 
to tie all the Far Eastern problems in one bun- 
die. If they should succeed, one of the things 
the United States may have to consider is 
whether surrendering our support of Chiang 
Kai-shek is worse than running the risk of 
estranging the other non-Communist nations of 
the Far East. 
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Worth More Than $10 a Year 


If sanitary sewers can be built for the St. 
Louis metropolitan area at a cost of $6 to $10 a 
family every year until the bonds are paid off, it 
will be a bargain for every family. An expert 
on the subject, Hymen Shifrin, of the engineer- 
ing firm of Horner & Shifrin, estimates this will 
be the cost. But he warns that the cost will be 
higher if communities undertake sewer projects 
individually, and that even at the higher cost 
the problem cannot be solved in that manner. 

From every possible .standpoint the proper 
approach is the unified approach proposed by 
the Bi-State Development Agency. It is the 
economical way and it is the only possible 
thorough way. For St. Louis and St. Louis 
county it is a single problem calling for a single 
attack. 


That the problem is pressing should be known 
to all. How pressing it is must not be fully 
realized oy many people, or they would be doing 
more about it. For their benefit a* statement 
made at a meeting at the courthouse in Clayton 
Monday evening will bear repeating. 


“Some situations in the county are critical 
almost beyond description,” said Mayor Auckly 
of Normandy, who is secretary of the Sanitary 
and Sewer Water Drainage District of St. Louis 
County. “If the citizens knew of the unsanitary 
conditions in some parts of the county they 
would ask the State Legislature for an emer- 
gency session to do something about it.” 

The pertinent part of Mayor Auckly’s com- 
ment is that the situation is bad. The pertinent 
part of Mr. Shifrin’s is that if all the communi- 
ties of the area will get together on it, it can be 
corrected without too great a cost.

Justice Jackson on Lawyer Jackson 

It is not quite unprecedented that a man, as 
judge, should take a different attitude toward 
the law from the one he took as advocate or 
prosecutor. Almost inevitably, the lawyer is 
partisan. Anglo-Saxon law is still devoted to 
the principle of determining the truth by con- 
test, with the judge, of course, above the contest. 

Still, it is rare for a judge to say that as prose- 
cutor he was wrong—rare enough, in any event, 
to call for a compliment to Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Jackson for his condemnation of former 
Attorney General Jackson. Concurring in a 
7-to-l1 decision which held the Attorney- 
General’s refusal to suspend a deportation case 
‘to be subject to judicial review, Justice Jackson 
said: 

I am entitled to say of that (1940) opinion 
what any discriminating reader must think 
of it—that it was as foggy as the statute the 
Attorney General was asked to interpret. 

. If there are other ways of gracefully 
and good-naturedly surrendering former 


views to a better considered position, I in- 
voke them all. 


Thus Jackson, the judge, straightened out 
Jackson, the lawyer. But the decision is of more 
than personal interest, especially in these days 
when the Attorney General can claim so much 
discretionary authority under laws like the Mc- 
Carran Internal Security Act. The case of Ellen 
Knauff, the German war bride, also is in point. 

Whether it be in connection with deportation 
or anything else, we feel something will have 
gone out of the American concept of justice if it 
becomes impossible to’ carry promptly to the 
courts the decision of an Attorney General or 
any other administrative official. 

The right of appeal is basic, and we are glad 
to hear Jackson, the judge, say so. We are all 


the more glad because Jackson, the lawyer, 


argued to the contrary 10 years ago.

That public telephone booth which is going to 
be set up on the curb of a street in Midland 
Park could revolutionize the whole art and 
science of telephoning. In addition to the good 
people of Midland Park it should be used by a 
lot of other people, and a heroic effort should be 
made to get these other people into it and on 
the line.

They consist of 
those members of two, four and six party lines 
who always have the line busy whenever the 
other one, three or five want to make some oc- 
casiona! use of it. 

What we particularly like about the Midland 
Park booth for the educational purposes here 
outlined is that there is no provision to heat it.

From an Address by Senator Wayne L, Morse to Labor’s League for 
Political Education, Houston, Tex. 


I have been a member of the Senate 
Committee on Labor and Public Welfare 
ever since I came to the Senate. I am also 
a member of that committee’s subcommit- 
tee on labor-managemént relations, which 
was created last year. 


Our investigations thus far have re- 
vealed that, while labor-management re- 
lations generally are good, nevertheless— 
in some segments of our industry—bad 
relations exist and, more important, those 
bad relations are ac- 
tually stimulated and 
made more bitter by 
existing federal law. 
As a result of the 
investigations of the 
labor - management 
subcommittee, we 
have filled the rec- 
ord with examples. 


Ten years ago 
there was practically 
no organization 
among Southern tex- 
tile workers, but dur- 
ing the war, and 
largely as a result Wayne L. Morse 
of voluntary co-operation, some Southern 
textile manufacturers recognized organiza- 
tions representing their employes. How- 
ever, since 1947, largely because of the 
Taft-Hartley Act and its administration by 
the former general counsel and the Labor 
Board, the organization of Southern textile 
workers not only has come to a standstill 
but the employers are now engaged in 
stifling collective bargaining and destroy- 
ing existing unions.

Facts of Frustration 


Let me tell you briefly the highlights 
of successful frustration of organization at 
the American Thread Co.’s mill in Talla- 
poosa, Ga. Tallapoosa is a typical. South- 
ern mill town of about 2000 inhabitants. 
It has only one real industry, the American 
Thread Co., which dominates the commu- 
nity economically, socially and politically. 

At the request of employes of this plant, 
the United Textile Workers of America, 
AFL, sent in an organizer. Almost im- 
mediatély a subversive but co-ordinated 
anti-union machine went into action. 


The leading citizens of Tallapoosa met 
under the leadership of a distinguished 
lawyer. This self-constituted “citizens’ 
committee” met the AFL organizer, in- 
formed him that organizers were not wel- 
come in Tallapoosa, ordered him to leave 
town, threatened him with violence if he 
did not obey and then escorted him to the 
state line, not too gently. 

The American Thread Co. employes then 
tried to get help from the Textile Work- 
ers Union of America, CIO. The CIO 
sent a woman organizer. 

The first night she was in town a mob 
broke into the rooming house where she 
was staying, forcibly loaded her and her 
belongings into a truck, drove her many 
miles out into a bleak countryside and 
pitched her out by the side of the road 
with a warning that she must never return. 


Within two days the outstanding leaders 
of the employes who desired organization 
were first suspended and later fired. Oth- 
ers who had shown an interest in organiza- 
tion were warned and threatened by non- 
supervisory employes. 

Organizers who attempted to distribute 
leaflets at the plant gate were met with 
armed violence. A company union was 
established. Meetings were organized by 
non-supervisory employes and addressed 
by thé general manager, who carefully re- 
frained from using the word “union.” 


A heroic attempt was made by the em- 
ployes under the Taft-Hartley Act to cor- 
rect these unfair labor practices. The 
union filed charges. A complaint was is- 
sued in due course. A hearing was held 
with the speed that has come to charac- 
terize Taft-Hartley administration—that is, 
about a year later. 


The Captive Audience 


No doubt the trial examiner fairly con- 
sidered all the evidence and wrote his 
intermediate report in strict accordance 
with the Taft-Hartley Act. He found some 
acts to be unlawful and also recommended 
disestablishment of the company union. 
However, the kidnaping of organizers was 
not blamed on the company since the evi- 
dence showed that only non-supervisory 
employes had been involved. The anti- 
union speech of the general manager to a 
captive audience was also held to be pro- 
tected under the Taft-Hartley Act. 


The board followed these recommenda- 
tions without exception. It issued a cease 
and desist order, requiring the employer to 
refrain from unlawful acts and to disestab- 
lish the company union. After the order 
was posted, new organizing efforts were 
made, but again the company engaged in 
practically the same acts of restraint, con- 
sisting of threats and promises and accom- 
panied by violence of the sort usually as- 
sociated with lynchings. 


Same Merry-Go-Round 


Again the union complained to the La- 
bor Board. A new investigation was con- 
ducted—the same old merry-go-round. A 
new complaint was issued. Presumably, 
at some unknown date in the remote 
future, a hearing will be held. In due 
course, no doubt, the board will again is- 
sue a cease and desist order. And it is 
safe to predict that it will flutter in the 
breeze just as ineffectively as scores of 
other board orders are now fluttering in 
textile-mills all over the South. 


From our study of the Tallapoosa case 
and other cases of similar type, the situa- 
tion in broad outline seems to be this in 
the Southern textile field: 


In spite of the pious phrases of Section 
1 of the Taft-Hartley Act, Southern em- 
ployes are being denied the rights which 


. Congress has declared they are entitled to 


exercise. The Tallapoosa case is illustra- 
tive of many in which the rights of labor 
are lynched by means of fantastic red 


tape.

And his sup- 
porters are not making much effort to hide 
their political motives. 

This is, in our judgment, demagoguery;

The Jumping Off Place 
THE LAST CHANCE: TOMBSTONE’S EARLY YEARS 

by John Myers Myers. (Dutton, 260 pgs., $3 J 

Tombstone, Arizona, has always been 
thought of as a town whose citizens for- 
ever raised a particular kind of rollicking 
hell. Today it is America’s best pre- 
served example of a frame and adobe 
Southwestern mining town. It is a ghost 
town still faintly breathing. Probably only 
its delicious mountain air keeps it alive. 

Its lurid history enchants wheel and 
armchair travelers, peace officers, politi- 
cians, economists, historians and that 
nebulous being, the general reader. 

Much has been written about Tombstone, 
some of it pure invention, malice or Cover- 
up. Mr. Myers’ book, while probably not: 
definitive, is likely the most factual and 
impartial treatment of a subject admit- 
tedly difficult to examine. ’ 

His stated thesis is that here, from 1877 
to 1884, was “the end of the road; the last 
spot on the map of the nation where 
destiny could be-- 
worked out on a 
large scale without 
governmental or 
other outside inter- 
ference.” In other 
words, the last 
chance for practical- 
ly unregulated free 
enterprise to do its 
damnedest. 

In support of what 
seems a valid pre- 
mise, the author 
carefully reviews 
—_ and parades 
| Tombstone’s’ great: 

John M. Myers = Fa Schieffelin, who 
started it searching for preci metals 
and found a silver hoard, and Pho. some 
aver, spent his boyhood in St. Louis; the 
enigmatic Earp, peace officers, and their 
rustling enemies, the desperate Clantons; 
and John P. Clum, courageous editor of © 
the famous “Epitaph.” 

These were the outstanding protagonists 
of prosperity, order, crime and truth as 
these struggled for mastery of the com- 
munity, as Tombstone, “the town that was” 
too tough to die,” worked out its unfet- - 
tered destiny. Pointing up the grim tussle 
between crime and the law was the classic 
Earp-Clanton fight at the old O. K. Corral. 

Before the Tombstone mines began to 
peter out after 1884, they had produced 
$25,000,000 in silver bullion, a big part of 
it coming from the ‘‘Million-Dollar Stope,” 
still gaping in the heart of town. 

The author occasionally employs a pecu- 
liarly inept single word that has the effect 
of a busted‘’piano key. Much research and 
careful analysis has gone into this work; 
and although there is a bibliography, the 
documentation is sketchy.

NEGRO, SUIT SAYS 


Petition in U.S. Court Al- 
leges Children Must 
Travel Farther Than 
Whites to Classes. 


An injunction suit, alleging that 
Negro children in Kirkwood are 
deprived of equal education op- 
portunities with white children, 
was filed in United States Dis- 
trict Court today. 

Named as defendants in the 
suit, filed on behalf of 40 Negro 
children of school age, were the 
Kirkwood Board of Education, 
board of directors of the school 
system and Superintendent of 
Schools Floyd W. Hendricks. 

It is stated that only one school 
is provided for th 
grades ranging 
garten through high school, in 
the Kirkwood school district. 

Negro children going to this 
school must pass by other schools, 
with kindergarten departments, 
which are maintained for white Re ee oS Og ge a 
children, the petition said. As a SS ee EE ae a tee 
result, Negroes in kindergarten eS 3 
must travel several miles to Be oS SS 
school, crossing heavily traveled 
highways, streetcar tracks and 
two railroad crossings. 

The plaintiffs contended thev 
have been denied their civil 
1; rights and equal protection of the 
jilaw because of their “race or 
color.” They said the defend- 
ants have not fololwed the policy 
of distributing elementary 
schools, with kindergarten depart- 
ments, so that these _ schools 
would “be within easy reach and 
readily. accessible to colored chil- 
dren of the Kirkwood school dis- 
trict.” 

In September Kirkwood an- 
nounced the closing of Booker T. 
Washington Elementary - School, 
which Negroes attended, forcing 
the 75 children who had attended 
classes in the school to report to 
Turner School, south of Kirk- 
wood. The closing caused a pro- 
test by Negro residents.

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Eighth Army’s Retreat Masterly, 
Likened to Rommel’s in Africa 


Withdrawal Planned 
Carried Out With 


in Detail in Advance, 
Precision and With 


Little Left for the Enemy. 


By DON WHITEHEAD 

TOKYO, Dec. 13 (AP)—Lt. Gen. 
Walton H. Walker saved his 
United States Eighth Army by a 
skillful retreat which was planned 
in detail even before the Chinese 
Reds began their big offensive 16 
days ago. 

This Eighth Army still {s a po- 
tent fighting force. Although 
greatly outnumbered by the Chi- 
nese and North Korean Red 
troops, its losses to the enemy 
have been remarkably small. 

When the full story is written 
it may be that the Eighth Army’s 
withdrawal will be compared to 
the famed retreat of German Gen. 
Erwin Rommel across the desert 
of North Africa in World War II. 

“The enemy’s pickings were 
damn slim in this withdrawal,” 
one staff officer said. “They got 
little they can use.” 

Orderly Withdrawal. 

There was no headlong flight 
in the Eighth’s retreat. After the 
first four confused days of the 
Chinese offensive, the withdrawal 
Was orderly and according to 
plan. 

When the United Nations “end- 
the-war” offensive was planned, 
Eighth Army strategists antici- 
pated the possibility of a retreat. 
They were apprehensive because 
they did not know the strength of 
the Chinese force that was being 
attacked. 

“We always try te plan for ev- 
ery eventuality,” .an officer said. 
“We must look ahead to antici- 
pate every thing that might hap- 
pen.” 

Two days after the Chinese be- 
Zan their offensive, the com- 
manders in the field had the re- 
treat plans in their hands. 

This is the way the retreat de- 
veloped: 

The Chinese Reds attacked the 
Eighth Army on the night of Nov. 
25. They hurled overwhelming 
numbers of men at the U.N. 
forces. They hit hardest on the 


right flank, held by the Second 
“wo - Korean Corps. 

Military men estimate the 
South Koreans were hit by two 
Chinese armies, at least six divi- 
sions battering at two divisions. 
The ROK (Republic of Korea) 
Second Corps had the Seventh 
and Eighth Divisions in the line 
and the Ninth Division in reserve. 

The Reds struck toward Tok- 
chon in the ROK Corps sector. 
while also battering at the United 
States Second and Twenty-fifth 
Divisions and the First ROK Di- 
vision on the left side of the line. 

Order to Fall Back. 

On Nov. 27, an Eighth Army 
staff officer said, it was apparent 
the Army had to withdraw in the 
face of such odds. On that day 
an order went out from Eighth 
Army headquarters for the divi- 
sions to pull back to a small 
bridgehead north of the Chong- 
chon river—roughly the starting 
point of the Allied offensive. 


This decision was made to co- 
ordinate the pullback and also to 
regroup the forces for renewed 
attack in case the Chinese were 
making only a limited counter- 
attack. 

But by Nov. 28 it was apparent 
the Chinese were making an all- 
out drive with powerful forces. 
And so on Nov. 29 the Eighth 
Army began its withdrawal under 
orders from Gen. Walker. 

The Second Infantry Division 
and the Turkish brigade were 
moved across the roads leading 
from Tekchon to guard the flank 
of the retreating forces. These 
two groups kept the escape corri- 
dor open. 

The Second Division took heavy 
casualties and the Turks lost 
about one-fifth of their fighting 
force. Their gallant stand saved 
the rest of the Eighth Army from 
being flanked and chewed to bits. 

Second Corps Hit Hard. 

The hard-hit ROK Second Corps 
pulled out the Ninth Division in- 
tact and about half of the other 
two divisions. The Koreans saved 
much of their transport but lost

DELAY IN NON-RED 


NLRB Upholds Union’s 
Unfair Practice Charge 
but Splits on Intent of 
Taft Act. 


By JOSEPH HANLON,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—The 
National Labor Relations Board 
divided 3-to-2 today on a signifi- 
cant case involving the Taft- 
Hartley law non-Communist oath 
provision. 

It would be fair to say the 
board split “six ways from Sun- 
day” on this case, because they 
were unanimous on one phase of 
it, divided on another, with the 
three-member majority citing as 
its authority a decision of the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, and the two-member 
minority relying, in that phase 
from which it dissented, on a 


Supreme Court decision. 

The net effect is that by unan- 
imous decision, the board found 
the New Jersey Carpet Mills, 
Inc., of Englishtown, N. J., guilty 
of unfair labor practice by re- 
fusing to bargain with the CIO 
United Textile Workers. 

What leads to all the confusion 
is that for a three-week period 
after the Taft-Hartley Act became 
effective in 1947, the union was 
not in compliance with the re- 
quirement of that act that 
unions, before they can have ac- 
cess to NLRB processes, must 
have on file with the NLRB 
oaths of their officers that they 
are not Communists. 

Conflicting Opinions. 

The three-member majority 
here, Chairman Paul M. Herzog, 
John M. Houston, and Paul L. 
Styles, held that a union’s failure 
to file non-Communist affidavits 
did not excuse the employer from 
refusing to bargain, because the 
employer had not raised that is- 
sue at the time. 

The two-member minority, 
James J. Reynolds Jr. and Abe 
Murdock, held that a _ union’s 
right to bargain as exclusive rep- 
resentative of employes was a 
privilege created by Congress, 
and that privilege had been “ex- 
tinguished” in the Taft-Hartley 
Act with respect to any union 
which had not filed the non- 
Communist oath. 

Today’s. decision reverses a 


previous holding of the NLRB, 
when it decided in December, 


1949, that the Andrews Co. of 
Spartanburg, S. C. had no obliga- 


tion to bargain with an AFL 


union which had not filed the 
oath. That, too, was a 3-to-2 
decision, with the same lineup of 
board members except that this 
time Styles, a new member of 
the board, voted with Herzog and 
Houston. Styles’s predecessor, J. 
Copeland Gray, in the Andrews 
case, had voted with the minority 
in today’s decision, Reynolds and 
Murdock. 
Union Met Requirements. 

The facts in the New Jersey 
case decided today were these: 
The anti-Communist oath pro- 
vision of the Taft-Hartley Act 
became effective in late August 
1947. The union made its first 
request for recognition as ex- 
clusive bargaining agent on Sept. 
3 of that year, but not until 
October did it comply fully with 
Taft-Hartley requirements for re- 
course to the NLRB, including 
filing the non-Communist oath. 


the requirements. The majority 
noted in its opinion that the union 
involved had never been charged 
with Communist associations and 
the minority “noted with appro- 
bation” that the union had filed 
the non-Communist oath soon 
after provision of the law become 
effective. 

The complaint of unfair labor 
practice by refusal to bargain was 
filed by the union after it had 
filed the prescribed oath. The 
companydid not raise the issue 
of failure to file the oath until 
March, 1949, in its answer to the 
complaint issued by former NLRB 
General Counsel Robert Denham. 

Unanimous on Coercion. 

In the unanimous portion of its 
ruling today the NLRB found 
that the company had fought 
union organization by cross-ex- 
amining its employes on how they 
viewed union organization: threat- 
ening them with loss of pay and 
other disadvantages if the union 
were organized, and had fired one

Latest available figures place 
this year’s deer kill at 1551 legal 
bucks. According to the Septem- 
ber 1950 issue of The Missouri 
Conservationist, the legal kill in 
1949 was 1400, a gain this year 
of 151. The 1950 figures are not 
complete and will not be avail- 
able until all the tags have been 
returned and tabulated. It is 
probable that the total kill will 
be close to 200 more than in 
1949. Ste. Genevieve, Crawford 
and Franklin counties lead in 
early tabulations and will proba- 
bly be on top when all the re- 
turns are in. 

At our deer hunting camp this 
year in the rugged hills of the 
Ozarks, near the Carter-Ripley 
line, three nice bucks were taken, 
the largest number killed by this 
group in several years. Each night 
we planned our hunt for the fol- 
lowing day. One of the members 
of our party had topographical 
maps of the entire area in which 
we were hunting and it reduced 
the next day’s endeavors to an 
almost exact science. These topo- 
graphical maps showed the 
lengths of the hollows and ridges; 
the creeks and rivers were also 
shown, and the most likely places 
were chosen to hunt. 

How It Was Done. 

Several members of our party 
would make the drive up these 
hollows, while others were sta- 
tioned on the top of the ridge 
at the head of the hollows, toward 
which the startled deer would 
head when scared out of the 
thickets by the drivers. Four men 
would usually drive; two, far in 
advance, worked the sides of the 
steep hill slopes, while two 
others brought up the rear at the 
very base of the hollow, follow- 
ing the dry watershed bed. These 
drivers would yell, hit on trees 
with clubs, and some would even 
imitate the bark of hounds as 
they drove toward the hunters 
who waited at the top of the 
ridge. As a rule, there were four 
men at this point and they were 
stationed in a semi-circle along 
the horseshoe-shaped crest as

Most of the tribal people who 
make up the bulk of Tibet’s pop- 
ulation look on the government 
of the Dalai Lama with fear 
rather than reverence as a result, 
this source said. 

“True, there is no land tax in 
Tibet,” he added. “But many of 
the people have been sucked dry 
by government officials on one 
side and monks of the monasteries 
on the other. Demands for free 
service cause great bitterness.” 

Attempt to Ease Policy. 

Recently the central Tibetan 
government has made some at- 
tempt toward liberalization of its 
policies, this source reported. He 
described investiture of the 16- 
year-old Dalai Lama with full 
powers on Nov. 17 as a move to 
rally support from all parts of 
Tibet. 

ormerly the Lhasa Govern- 
ment gave little attention to other 
sections of the country—except 
to collect taxes. Western Tibet 
was governed by two garpons 
(viceroys) appointed from Lhasa. 
They in turn divided western 
Tibet into four provinces, each 
ruled by a zongpon (officer of 
the fort or governor). Under the 
zongpons were the chhasus (tax 
collectors) in each trade center. 

The Lhasa Government did 
little to organize or control any 
form of government in rural areas 
of their country. Tribesmen were 
permitted to carry arms—which 
they used frequently in attacks 
on unarmed travelers—and were 
called upon only occasionally to 
support the central government. 

Arbiter in Village Disputes. 

A special officer or judge— 
called a shipjo—made trips to 
western Tibet as infrequently as 
once every 20 or 30 years. His 
job was to settle all affairs of 
the state and arbitrate in village 
disputes. 

The government tax collectors 
levied not only amounts specified 
from Lhasa but additional sums 
for their own support and that 
of their superiors. 

In many areas this tax burden 
—without appeal or representa- 
tion—has cost the Dalai Lama 
popular support. As in China, 
some Tibetans have indicated any 
change would be welcome. 

Punishment for crimes or oppo- 
sition to orders of Lhasa officials 
and monks are a8 severe as the 
taxes. 

Forty to 300 lashes are not un- 
common in Tibet for minor of- 
fenses. More serious crimes could 
result in cutting off the offend- 
ers’ hands at the wrists, death by 
red-hot irons, or being thrown 
from a high temple or cliff. 

Some travelers are inclined to 
blame corrupt officials rather than 
the Lhasa Government for con- 
ditions in Tibet. But whatever

Overweight Child

HE child who is overweight needs attention without delay 

Doctors tell us that fat comes from eating and of course 

that is true. If one does not eat he certainly will carry 
no fat on his bones. 

But there are children who seem to grow fat on the 
slimmest of diets. Such children need the physician's care. 
The sooner, the better. There are processes at work in his body 
that need modification and only the experienced physician 
who has the opportunity of studying the child can advise 
eoncerning him. 
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SOME CHILDREN are gluttonous and are very much 
overweight. If they are deprived of food they cry. They are 
miserable unless they are eating or drinking. Popcorn, candy, 
soft drinks, in steady procession add to their weight daily, 
but they are never’ satisfied. 

' These children need the attention of the psychologist and 
the medical doctor. Usually such an appetite indicates an 
unmet want. They are seeking something that life has denied 
them. It may be beauty, it may be skills, it may be affection 
or companionship. Lonely children are likely to overeat. 

Something is bothering these children and we cannot help 
them until we find what that is. They rarely can tell us. The 
specialists usually can help, however, and the sooner such 
ehildren are taken to them, the better. 

Children who are keenly interested in things about them, 
who have a hobby that absorbs them and a family devoted 
to them are not likely to be overweight. The boy who is 


building a boat forgets to eat, protests about interruptions of 


any sort. The girl who is intent upon gaining skill in music 


or dancing or skating or cooking and puts every spare moment | 


on the job is not going to be overweight. These children have 
to be watched lest they fall under the standard. 
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PARENTS ARE LIKELY to overlook the needs of the 
overweight child. They would worry if he did not eat, if he 
were getting thin, but as long as he is fat everything is all 
right. It isn't. 

The child is not in good shape physically and he is likely 
to be distressed mentally because the other children call him 
Fatty, leave him out of their games and social functions. He 
needs sympathy, understanding and help. Don't neglect him. 
Don’t try to remedy his condition by cutting down his food 
supply before consulting the physician, lest you do grave hurt 
¢o his health. See the doctor about him.

HE concert given at the 

Metropolitan Opera House last 

Sunday in commemoration of 
Human Rights day was really 
beautiful. The Philharmonic Sym- 
phony Orchestra of New York 
played delightfully and all of the 
guest artists who participated 
made this evening a memorable 
occasion. The house was crowd- 
ed with the heads of United 
Nations delegations, their staffs 
and friends. Also among those 
present was former president of 
the General Assembly, Nasrollah 
Entezam. As I looked around it 
seemed to me that perhaps ‘the 
knowledge of what human rights 
means was now growing to be so 
well understood that another year 
we might attempt to have tlie 
day celebrated in an even greater 
auditorium. Perhaps we'll be 
ready to invite the general pub- 
lic to participate with the United 
Nations family as re»resented in 
New York City. . 
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OF COURSE, it may well be 
that the General Assembly will 
not be meeting in New York City 
next year. This would mean that 


the United Nations participants 
would be fewer and the general 
public would have to fill more 
seats, but it would show a growth 
of interest in the meaning of 
human rights in this country on 
the part of the average citizen. 

Human rights include civil 
rights and I am interested to read 
a letter sent last week by the 
Americans for Democratic Action 
to the President. A.D.A. asked 
that a representative citizens 
committee be appointed to inves- 
tigate the problems of security 
and civil rights here in the United 
States. Francis Biddle, who is 
the national chairman of A.D.A. 
and who was attorney general 
during part of the last war, sug- 
gets four points for consideration 
and investigation by this commit- 
tee. 

1. Senator McCarthy’s particu- 
lar charges against the State De- 
partment. 

His reason for taking this up 
first is that, while a Senate com- 
mittee declared these charges as 
unfounded, they still “remain as 
political issues” threatening to 
damage State Department pres- 
tige.

ISCARDING a wild card goes 

against the grain of most play- 

ers. Nevertheless a wild card 
is sometimes the best discard 
available; and not necessarily be- 
cause you want to freeze the pack, 
or to throw a card your opponent 
cannot pick up. There are cases 
when you throw a wild card sim- 
ply because it is the card you can 
most easily spare. For example: 


A red three was turned origi- 
ally, so the pack is frozen, Each 
‘ide needs only 50 for the initial 
meld, but no one has melded and 
there is no reason why anyone 
should; to meld would not un- 
freeze the pack. So each player 
wants all his cards to increase his 
chances of matching the previous 
discard. 

You have a good hand for tak- 

the pack, which now contains 
about 25 cards. Not only is your 
hand matched in pairs, but three 
of them are low pairs, and your 
right-hand opponent is more 
likely to discard a low card to 
you than a high one. 

So it is important for you to 
hold all your pairs—more impor- 
tant than it is to hold two wild 
cards. This makes one of the 
deuces your best discard. When 
you are playing for the pack, it is 
often better to part with a wild 
card than to part with a pair. 

Question: With both sides need- 
ing 120, the side that has been 
unable to make its initial count 
has three red threes. The last 
card of the stockpile proves to be 
the fourth red three. In view of 
the fact that no replacement card 
remains, may this card be dis- 
carded, or must it be tabled, put- 
ting the side back 800 points? 

Answer: It must be tabled. It 
does not matter when the red 
three is drawn; it should never be 
kept in the hand and can never 
be discarded.

NCONSCIOUS habits ruin

At the other table East did 
some “psyching” and whether due 
to this or simply to South’s own 
notions of bidding, the slam was 
missed. Here the auction went:

Double Pass 29

North said later that he had:

twofold in its essence, and 
is a more complex thing 
than motherhood among the 
animals. There is, first, the 
physical act of giving birth, 
which women share with all of 
nature. As the tree bears fruit 
and the hen hatches her eggs, 
so every mother, by the act of 
birth, is bound up with the life 
of all living things, and of her 
it may be rightly said, “Blessed 
is the fruit of thy womb.”

EVERY CHILD born of wom- 
an has, then, two fathers; his 
earthly father, without whom 
he could not have life, and his 
Heavenly Father, without whom 
he could not possess a person- 
ality, a soul, an irreplaceable 
“I.” The mother is the essen- 
tial partner through whom both 
fathers work. Her own rela- 
tionship to the child has two re- 
sulting aspects: there is the 
mother-baby aspect, whereit 
the. child is physically and al- 
most absolutely dependent on 
the mother. But there is also 
the mother-person relationship 
(expressed at baptism, when the 
child is given its own name). 
This confirms the dignity and 
separate selfhood of even the 
smallest infant and foreshad- 
ows his right eventually to lead 
his own life and to depart 
from his parents to cling to a 
wife of his own. 
Every birth requires a sub- 
mission and a disciplining. The 
earth itself must undergo har- 
rowing before it passively ac- 
cepts the seed. In woman, the 
submission is not passive: it is 
sacrificial, consciously creative, 
and for this selfishness her 
whole nature has been formed. 
It is well-known that womer 
are capable of far more sus-

man may be a hero in a crisis, 
and then slip back to medioc- 
rity.
